Against (Invented Heaters

Fire Chief J. J. Benner today warned users of un- 
vented open-flame space heaters that these heaters are 
definite fire hazards if not properly used.

With chilly mornings already bringing many of these 
heaters into use. Chief Benner^               

urged the public to observe four 
precautions which will reduce 
the danger from the use of 
open-flame heaters not vented to 
the outside air.

Pointer*
'First," he said, "locale heat­ 

ers out of the foot traffic pat­ 
terns of the room and away 
from drapes, chairs, and other" 
combustible materials. Every 
year people are burned, usually

clothes accidentally catch fire 
from open-flame heaters. Never 
stand in front of heaters while 
dressing.

"And, finally," he said, 
"keep the room well venti­ 
lated. Air Is essential to life. 
Open-flame heaters may con­ 
sume oxygen from a tightly 
closed room to the point 
where it become* dangerous. 
Leave a window open at least 
one and a half inches, top and 
bottom, when the heater is in 
use. Never sleep in a room 
with an u nvented space heat­ 
er burning.
Chief Benner explained that 

while the above precautions re­ 
duce the hazards of using un- 
vented open-flame heaters, the 
best long-term solution is to re­ 
place them with vented heating 
quipment that carries the pro­ 
ducts of combustion out of the 
house through a vent pipe, and 
has the gas burner completely 
enclosed to eliminate the fire 
hazard.
